, And whereas the Central Government made further reference to the Tribunal on the 19th August, 1987 for explanation 

and guidance in terms of Sub-section (3) of Section 5 ofthe said Act; 

And whereas the said Tribunal, in terms of paragraph 2 of the Government of India in the Ministry of Water Resources 
notification number S.O. 666(E) dated the 10th June, 2003, has been required to forward its further report giving the 
explanation or guidance as it deems fit in terms of Sub-section (3) of Section 5 ofthe said Act; 

And whereas the Central Government vide notification number S.O. 905(E) dated the 5th August, 2003 had extended 
the period within which the Tribunal may forward its further report to that Government till the 5th August, 2004; 

And whereas the Central Government considers it necessary to extend the period till the 5th February, 2005; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by proviso to Sub-section (3) of Section 5 of flic Inter-State River 
Water Disputes Act, 1956 (33 of 1956), the Central Government hereby makes the following amendment in the notification

In the said notification, in the last paragraph, for the words and figures “till the 5th day of August, 2004”, the words 
and figures “till the 5th day of February, 2005” shall be substituted.
